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CHAPTER XIII 


MR. HARDING STANDS HIS GROUND. 


The arguments 
with 
which President 
Harding supports his plea 
for American 
membership in the world court set up by 
the League of Nations are of less practical 
importance than the fact that Mr. Hardng 
is standing his ground on the proposition. 
There was a tendency in some quarters to 
believe that the storm of opposition which 
had been stirred up within the republican 
party by Mr. Harding’s proposal that this 
country enter the world court would cause 
him either to drop the proposal altogether 
or else relegate it to a subordinate place in 
his program, where it might gradualy be 
lost to sight. This possibility has now been 
eliminated. 
Mr. Harding’s recent address 
before the newspaper men was devoted al­ 
most wholly to his world 
court 
proposal 
and It commits him unequivocally to the 
championship of American membership in 
the court as one of the cardinal planks of 
his platform. 
In short Mr. Harding is going to make his 
fight in spite of the formidable and clamor­ 
ous enemies that this policy makes for him 
within the ranks of his own party. 
A re­ 
treat, such as some people believed that he 
would make, would have been a humiliat­ 
ing spectacle indeed, and was probably not 
even considered by him; but, none the less, 
he deserves and will receive credit for his 
stand. 
It now' remains to be seen how his 
reaffirmation of his intention to work tor 
membership in the League’s world court 
will affect the solidarity of his support. 
It is going to be just as difficult for some 
of the republican opponents of the League 
court to retreat from their stand as it would 
have been for Mr. Harding to retreat from 
his. They have been exceedingly vehement, 
even violent, in their condemnation of Mr. 
Harding’s proposal; and they have pointed 
out again and again the indisputable fact 
— indisputable even though Mr. Harding 
undertakes to dispute it— that entrance 
into the world court, created and set up by 
the League, is at the very least a long step 
towards entrance into the League and con­ 
stitutes a strong and impressive 
endorse­ 
ment by the United States of the League’s 
value and usefulness. It is very difficult to 
see how a newspaper like the New \ o r k 
Herald, for instance, one of the most influ­ 
ential of the 
republican journals 
and a 
forthright and irreconsilable opponent of 
the world court plan, can now support Mr. 
Harding for the nomination or can, with 
any enthusiasm, give him its backing for 
the presidency in case he is nominated. 
A comparatively short time should serve 
to show how things are going. 
Meanwhile 
we seem to have before us the makings of 
a first class row in the republican party, 
out of which many emerge a formidable 
crusade against the renomination of Mr. 
Harding. Underlying it all, there is reveal­ 
ed a strong swing towards the ideals and 
aims of the democratic party in regard to 
international 
relations— the 
ideals 
and 
aims upon which the democracy stood in 
1920— a swing so strong and pronounced 
that the titular head of the republican par- < 
tv goes two-thirds of the way towards ad­ 
option of those ideals and aims as his own 
in his campaign for renominaton. Certainly 
remembering how’ things stood in 1920 and 
what happened 
then, 
it is a remarkable 
and by no means a displeasing state of af­ 
fairs. 


INDORSING THE SUGAR BOYCOTT.

made. 
Natural law’— the law’ of supply and de­ 
mand— is back of the Harding-Hoover pro­ 
posal. A boycott against high-priced sugar 
is not a scheme to force the price down ar­ 
bitrarily, by threats of loss. 
It is a system 
by which a sugar surplus can be built up, a 
surplus so large that it will naturally de­ 
press prices. 
The housewives have this affair in their 
own hands. 
Their pow’er is irresistible if 
they choose to exercise it. 
And— don’t let 
this be overlooked— the financial 
saving 
begins the instant the indivdual family be­ 
gins to cut dow n sugar consumption on its 
own account.

commission. 
Th0 payment to the government of 
half of all railroad earnings which 
exceed a fair return on capital, the 
! rate of return to be fixed by the in- 
! terstato commerce commission, was 
.an obligatio ncntailed on all carriers 
by the transportation act of 1920. So

BERLIN, May 3.—The arrest of Dr. j 
Krupp Von Bohlen at a time when 
Germany's 
reparations 
proposals 
were going forward “was no acci­ 
dent,” declares the Vossische Zeb 
tung, which sees in the incident a 
French maneuver 
for 
propaganda 
purposes abroad. 
The French 
desire 
to “whip up 
passions now when Germany is an­ 
nouncing her position to the world,” 
the newspaper asserts. “This arrest 
and this trial are to serve for propa­ 
ganda and the German defense is to 
be driven into the role of an attack. 
This hocus pocus will vanish before 
the pressure of effects.” 
The Vossische Zeitung, as well as 
the Tageblatt, point* out that In any 
case the Krupp president does not 
belong to the directorate of the com­ 
pany but that he is really chairman 
of the executive board and thus can­ 
not be held responsible for the blow- 
ing of the clrens at the Krupp plant 
on March 31. 
The Tageblatt refers to the pro­ 
cedure against Dr. Von Bohlen as “a 
flimsily disguised maneuver,” where­ 
by the French are probably trying to 
show that the Ruhr invasion is di­ 
rected only against “capitalists” not 
against “laborerers.”

The public, during the period of 
minimum sales, demonstrated its pre­ 
ponderant preference for advertised 
goods, and the dealers will not do 
otherwise than accept the situation 
and build their business for the fu­ 
ture in harmony with it. 


Thousands of manufacturers who 
today are facing a shortage of de­ 
mand for their product, and who see 
what demand there is going to com­ 
petitive manufacturers who have in­ 
sured their own market by means of 
advertising, are now looking to ad­ 
vertising as the logical key to future 
selling success. 


It is highly important then, in 
seeking to apply the force of adver­ 
tising, that it be considered not as a 
ready made cure-all for sales in­ 
activity, but as a permanent factor 
in business building.
